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Court upholds short hair for prison inmates 


BOISE (AP) — It^s perfectly logical for the De- 
partment of Corrections to' require prison in- 
mates to have short hair, both for security and hy- 
giene reasons, tho Idaho Court of Appeals says. 

But prison officials must provide hair-cutting 
services in a sanitary manner, the court said 
Mondoy. 

In a unanimous decision, the Court of Appeals 
rejected a claim by.'two Inmates that.thc..Bhort- 
h air ru le violatca.their freedom of e xpression. 
Tho court also ordered the prison system to com-- 
ply with the general rules required of profes- 


sional barbers to sanitize equipment .between 
each use, provide clean towols and refrain from 
cutting hair in living, diningor sleeping arcus. 

Inmates Mike Wilson, William Wolfe and John 
Mcrrificid filed legal action against the short 
hoir policy. The prison generally requires male in- 
mates to have short hair. Bcords ore prohibited, 
although mustaches arc permitted if short ond 
neatly trimmed. 

Exce ptions ore granted to inmates with^“sin- 
coroly held" religious beliefs requiring them to 
wear long hoir or beards, although U.S. District 


Judge Morion CaUister ruled lost year that must 
be o sincere religious belief, and not simply sccu- 
lor or philosophical belief.

A full inquiry into Bork's views will serve nation best 


Nearly 200 years ago tho Senate rejected 
President George Washington’s nomination 
of John Ruticdgo for,chicf justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

The Senate debated for over five months 

before it rojcctcdRutlcdgc's nomination by 

- a 14-to-lO vote. — 

Tho Senate denied the nomhmtion pri- 
marily because Ruticdgo had attacked the 
Jay Treaty, a conciliatory treaty which was 
to ease tensions between Great Dritidn ohd 
our young country. 

By this action, the Senate firmly estab- 
lished its right to veto a Supremo Court 
nomination based upon the nominee's posi- 
■■'tion on politicafas well'as'lbgdl issues^ 

It is cspcciolly opproprioto to remember 
that in this year of tho bicentennial eelebrn- 

—tionofourConstitutionrnnd-in-thiffycnr 

when President Reagan has nominated 
Robert H. Bork to tho Supreme Court. 

In the post 16 years, since the Senate re- 
jected Nixon’s nomination of G.'Harrold 

— Carswell to the Supreme Court, conserva- 

tiyo commentators and some politicians 
have promulgated n eonvenient fiction sug- 
gesting that the role of the Senate in regard 
to Supreme Court nominations is merely to 
consent, os in “advice and consent." Nixon 
himself, oftcr tho Carswell veto, complained 
that he hod been denied his constitutional 
right to appoint a Supreme Court justice.

Balderdash. Presidents have no constitu- 
tional right to appoint Supreme Court 
justices, they have tho right to nominutc- 
thorn. A Supreme Court confirmation is a 
joint venture of president and Senate. And 
anyone who pretends that tho Senate 
should merely confirm has o short memory. 

Tn my life' time, four nommatidhs Have 
not received Senate confirmation. Those 
who contend tho role of the Senate is to rub- 
-bcr-stomp-presidontlnl-nomlnatlons'ulBobt^ 
tray a lack of historical perspective. Since 
the Supremo Court's first meeting in 1790, 
27 Supremo Court nominations have been 
rejected by the Senate. 

Thot’a more than a 19 percent veto rate 

ncorly one out of five nominations histor- 
ically haven't made it past “advice and con- . 
sent" — hardly tho record of on historically 
passive Senate. Only three of those 27 re- 
jections were based upon tho nominees' lack 
of legal competence. Moat of the others fell 
to substantive questions baaed on political 
and social philosophy. 


It can be argued that it is appropriate for 
a Senate to merely jubbcr-stamp a prc-« 
sident's Cabinet appointmcht.'Cabinct op- 
; pointmonts end-whon a proftidenc leaves'' — 
office, if not before. The Cabinet helps the 
president lead the county. However, tho Su- 
prerne Court is d-thii^ branch of govern- 
ment and should be independent of the ex- 
ecutive brunch — and on the legislative 
branch. The court, to fulfill its constitu- 
tional mandate, should not be made up of 
cronica of cither the Senate or the 
presidency. 

It is more than the right of the Senate to 

scrutinizc.thc crcdcntialajuuLpaliticai and 

sociol philosophies of Supreme Court 
nominees, it is the Semite's constitutional 

Court moy be “the president's man," and re- 
flect the president’s attitudes and position.H. 

. a Supremo Court justice will nftcct the na- 
tion long after the nominating president 
has left the White Mouse. A Supreme Court 
justice serves for life^ And the low as inter- 
preted by the Supreme Court enters our 
lives every single doy — from conception to 
grave. 

In 1930. President Herbert Hoover’s nomi- 
nee for the Supreme Court, John J. Porker, 
was defeated primarily because of his anti- 
union Sentiment and his opposition to ' 

voting rights for blacks. Some senators were 


alarmed that Parker's appointment could 
tip the balance of tho court and make it 
"reactionary." Parker was rejected solely on 
- political and philosophical groandsr'liibnj — 
is ample precedent for the Senate to require 
a n6minec_to live up to its sense of what is 
right for tho Supreme Court and for the no- 
tion bnacd upon the nominee's answers to 
significant questions concerning huiban 
liberty. 

Historically, it has been difficult for a 
lame-duck president, late in his tenure, to 
win Senate approval of his choice for a seat 
on the high court. President Lyndon 
.Johnsomran into this difficulty. Johnson • 
named liberal Associate Justice Abe Fortas 
to be chief justice and, ot the same time, 

scat Fortas would vacate. The Fortas nomi- 
nation wos stopped by Republican senators 
and conservative Democrats who joined in a 
filibuster. Johnson had to concede defeat 
and withdraw the Fortas nomination. For- 
_ tas retained his former 8cat7thercby cmiccl- 
ing Thorn berry’s nomination. 

The current cry of anguish by Republi- 
cans that the Senate shouldn't play polities 
with 0 Supreme Court nomination proves to 
be self-serving claptrap. 

It should not be a surprise to anyone that 
the Bork confirmation debate will be n long 
and intense, even bitter, battle. Althoueh 


the Democrats may strive, if they can, to , 
keep Justice Lewis F. Powell's vacated pcsi- ^ 
tion open for the next president’s 

'nomlnalionTthia isnot really thD'cchlral 

issue. The key issue will be whether Son- 
-otc thinks that Bork ropresents a balancing 
factor on the high court, or whether Bork is 
considered to bo out of mainstream political 
and social thinking. 

When Q president and tho Senate have 
sht^ly difTering views, it suggests a nation 
divided, or at least a nation which lacks ' 
consensus. During those periods, it is wiser 
for tho Supreme Court nominee to bo a com- 
prorriiso candidate, a nominee whoso views 
are neither wholly ideologically congruent 
with the presMent’s^ nor with tho Senate's. 

There is no reason foT tlm'Sonntoto’bo 
stampeded into a confirmation vote until it 
is satisfied thatPork will aithcr represent a 
balancing force on the high court, or ho . 
won’t. Tho Supremo.Court has already 
proven that it can fimction for long periods 
oftimo while thoreoro judicial vacancies. 

The American people will be best served by 
a complete inquiry into Bork’s views as they 
relate to tho broad issues which confront 
the nation now.

Widespread drug tests mounted to avoid repeat of *83 steroid scandal

INDIANAPOLIS — The lingering 
Image of the 1983 Pan American 
Games is of lO athletes stripped of 
Ihclr medals and of ll U.S. athletes 
withdrawing from competition os 
dnjg testing began. 

The Athletics Congress, the gov- 
erning body for U.S. track and field, 
blamed the departure - of Us 
athletes from Caracas, Venezuela 
on "confusion , , compounded by 
rumor'' 

Some athletes doubted the 
quaUficaUdns-of-physIclahsconduc-- 
Ung the tests, a TAG committee 
concluded. Others feared that 
legitimate, over-lhe<ountcr 
medications might show up as bao' 
ned substance^; 


The lessons learned then arc be- 
ing applied to the . 1987 Pan Am 
Games in Indianapolis. 

'To avoid the scandal that charac- 
terized Caracas, every U.S. athlete 
competing In this year's Pan Am 
games will have been tested for 
drugs before the games. 

"We’ve been doing that In all of 
our competitions since Caracas." 
said Dr. Robert 0. Voy. chief medi- 
cal officer of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee. 

Athjctes.also.havc becs.cducated- 
about drug abuse and drug testing, 
including what common medico- 
-llonsrsuch- as"coid'rem'caiesI"arc“ 
banned. 

But while athletes arc aware of 
the barrage of drug testing facing 
them at the gam.es, that probably 
hasn't stopped the use of perfor- 


mance-enhancing drugs, says U.S. 
javelin thrower Duncan Atwood, 
one of those who left Caracas In 
1983. 

"I think drug testing is great, but 
I don't know now well 11 works," 
said Atwood, who was suspended in 
1985 for a positive steroid test In a 
meet at Brussels. Atwood admits 
taking the steroids. 

“A lot of people are learning their 
washout times (the time H takes a 
drug to leave the system). I'm no 
■ 6cientlst,-but- that's- whal-I’mhear-- 
Ing." 

jJThat’s .lhe.p,crrcnnlal.problcm,r_ 
Voy said. "Whenever you get a 
class of drugs that purportedly 
enhance- performance and we lest 
fdr them, then athletes are going to 
find a way to use a drug that Is very 
short-acting and may be out of 


Ihclr system, but the effects arc 
still there." 

That problem Is particularly 
rampant in stcroid use, Voy said, as 
athletes apparently have stopped 
using long-acting anabolic steroids 
and resorted to shorter-acting 
watcr-solublcstcroids. 

' Dr. Ronald Blonkcnbakcr, co- 
chairman of the games' medical 
services division, has a warning for 
athletes who think they can trick 
thcdraglaboraiory. 

— "The use of banncd'drugs 'glves an 
athlete an unfair advantage and it 
.Is.also-unbcaltby-and -dangerous,— 
DIankenbaker said. "It has no place 
In sports, and If an athlete is a user, 
he’s going to be discovered. If he 
thinks he’ll foo! the testing, he 
might as well stay home." 

Urine samples from about 1,000 


athletes — roughly one-fourth of 
the athletes -competing In the Aug. 
7-23 games - will be tested at the 
J2 million, high-tech Sports Medi- 
cine Laboratory at the Indiana 
University Medical Center. 

•“Our equipment is very sensitive. 
It wHI be able to delect even an oc- 
casional use of a banned 
substance," said Dr. Carlelon B.- 
Nordschow, the lob’s director.
